It was 
the topic of general conversation at the 
unions and will be considered at a meet- 
ing of the general committee this after- 
noon. The manufacturers however claim 
no such proposition has been made.

indicate that there has been no material 
change in the situation in the locality.

at noon a settlement appeared as far off as 
on Monday.

Slukiog a Cqlmn Filibuster. 


Providence, Jan. 26.—The "ri'llie, an 


old freighter, which was camsBrtecl into 
a Cuban fil¥busterer a short "WMle agx>, 
is at the bottom of .the Atlantic, with 
four of her crew. Nineteen survivors 
were brougrht-here on the bag five-master, 
Governor Araes, and they have aLl gotten 
safely out of -titoe clutches of the federal 
authorities. 
, The story is-.-qne of the most inter- 
asting from the^s/sa in many a day. It 
is believed by- some of the Cubans thiat 
there was a-traitor aboard, and-that th« 
Tillie was purposely scuttled. The fili- 
buster was in command of Captain 
Berry, and when sfae went down, she had 
a lai*g« number of oases of supposed 
machinery 
from 
Providence. Thieee 


were taken off, it is alleged, in the lighter 
Oalurabda, and. it is also claimed that the 
itransfer of the machinery, which is de- 
jclared really to have bean dynamite and 
ammunition, was made some seven miles 
off the southern Rhode Island shore. 
of the expedition, it is supposed. 


Captain Gust Waldemar of the Ames 


said that last Sunday afternoon about 2 | 
o'clock, while 23 miles south by west of 
Shiianecock, he sighted a small two- 
masted steamer flying her colors union 
down as a signal of distress. He steered 
toward the steamer and, watching her 
through the glass, saw that she was deep 
in the water and laboring heavily. Soon 
afterwards he was near enough to make 
out two boats filled \vithmen just astern 
of the distressed craft. The wind was 
blowing 40 miles an hour and the sea was 
fierce. The waves were breaking clear 
across the Ames amidships, and Captain 
Waldemar had his hands full to manage 
his great ship; taut he- realized that the 
steamer close by was sinking, that many 
men were in peril of their lives, and re- 
solved to do what he could to aid them. 
The Ames" course was changed to bring 
her as close to the steamer as possible, 
and when within a quarter of a mile ol 
her the five-master v,-as hove to. 


Two boatloads of men from the foun- 


dering steamer commenced to work their 
way toward the Ames. The sea threw 
them around with great violence, and 
they were in danger of capsizing or 
pwamping during every moment of their 
trip to the rescuing schooner. When 
(they were in close proximity to her. Cap- 
tain Walderaar directed them to drop 
Under the stern of the Ames, but to keep 
a good distance away. Lines were thrown 
to the boats. It was impossible for them 
to come near enough to the schooner to 
allow the men to climb aboard, for the 
feeas would have thrown their boats 
against the Ames' side and a wholesale 
fatality would have resulted. Bowlines 
•were made of small lines and thrown to 
the endangered men. They placed the 
Jines around themselves, jumped over- 
board and in that fashion were hauled 
aboard by the crew of the Amos, one at 
a time. Eleven men finally stood safe 
on the Ames' quarterdeck. They said 
that eight mope, including Captain Berry, 
were still aboard the Tillie. 


Captain Waldemar called for volun- 


teers to go in the Tiliio's largest boat to 
save the remainder of the steamer's 
crew. It was risking their lives, but 
Second Mate Nocer, a strapping fellow. 
end four of the seamen stepped forward. 
They struggled to the Tillie's largest boat, 
which was crashed up and down wildly 
as she swung at the Ames' stern and put 
off to the TilH'o, took off Captain Berry 
and three more. Nine men were all tho 
boat could carry. The four poor fellows 
loft aboard were promised that thi-y 
ehoul£ be saved as quick as the boat could

Ames began. 


By the time the nine men had been 


hauled aboard 
the Ames after

ms-iiner described, the gale had increased 
greatly in force. The wind was blowing

Darkness began to lower. The Ames' 
five brave volunteers were exhausted, 
and it would have been useless to have 
tried to make another trip even with 
fresh men. All hands realized that the 
(poor fellows on the Lillie were doomed—- 
that there was no belp for them. Re- 
luctantly Captain Waldemar put the 
vessel on her course again. She entered 
the bay Monday and was towed up yes- 
t^rday morning. 


A reporter interviewed Captain George 


Berry, master of the Lillie, while sihe was 
being made fasti to thei d0ck. Ca.ptadn 
Berry, waiving the questioaof filibuster- 
ing at first, gave an account of the trip 
of the Tillie. He said that she vas pur- 
chased two months ago by McAllister 
Bros, of New York and was fitted for 
carrying cattle and freight. He took in 
a cs rg-o of 280 tons of soft coail and a great 
quantity of cased provisions last week 
in New York and sailed on Wednesday 
bound for Tampa, Pla, After discharg- 
ing the coal at Tampa he understood that 
the vessel was to commence carrying- 
cattle from Tampa to Havana fox- the 
Spanish government. 
Leaving: New 


York, he proceeded to Montauk Point, 
wh-pre on Saturd-ay 16 Cubans joined tha 
vessel. He took them merely as pas- 
sengers, the captain averred, and was 
going to land them at Tampa, 
The 


Tillie put to sea, at once. She proceeded 
in a southwesterly direction from Mon- 
tauk Point under steam and sail at the 
(rate of seven knots an hour. Saturday 
night she comm«nee«3 *' leak. Her 
wooden null was apparently tig&t, but 
'Captain Berry thinks that the shaft 
jalley must have been broken, for water 
commenced to come in around the stuff- 
ing box. The danger was apparent from 
the atart, for it was no'tiwy stream which 
trickled in at the foot of the Tillie's 
sterrapost. At the time the trouble began 
(the vessel was SO mileg to the eastward of 
Barnegat and 43 miles from the nearest 
land. 


The Site-am pumps soon became choked 


and then the -situation quickly became 
desperate. An attempt had been made 
to stop the leak upon its discovery, but it 
Beemed to become worse steadily. When 
the pumps beoamechoked soon after they 
were called into use, Captain Berry 
iheaded har for the Long Island shore, 
int&ndmg, if no coasting vessels should 
"be sighted, to tak« the chances of get- 
ting his crew and passengers ashore 
through the Long Island surf. Desper- 
ately they worked while Captain Berry 
watched anxiously from the pilot house 
for a passing vessel. At last the fires 
were put out. The water was level with 
the coal on'the grate bars. Cotton waste 
in great bunches were thrust under the 
boilers. It was soaked with kerosene and 
blazed furiously, keeping steam on while 
the frantic rnen tri the hold were bailing 
for their lives up to their necks in the icy 
water. 


For two hours steam was kept up by 


using kerosene. Twice during this time 
Captain Berry sighted two vessels. One 
of them was a tramp steamer, far to the 
inorthwest. The other was a schootme-r 
off shore. Both were too far away to see 
the signal of distress, and both passed 
quickly and out of sight and hope. At 
last the flres were drowned out, and all 
hands gave up the last hope of reaching 
shore, for the steamer was still roamy 
sniles from Long- Island. 


The two boats were lowered, and as 


.many men as they would hold fell into 
them and swung astern of the founder- 
ling steamer, balding to her by Imes in 
Jmler not to desert their shipmates, for 
.whom there was no room in the boats. 
Just after this move, Captain Berry 
sighted the topmast of a vessel, which 
(he instantly knew must be the Governor 
'Ames, the only five-masted schooner in 
the world. The rest of the story of rescue 
was told as Captain Waldemarof the big 
schooner gave it. 


Upon arriving at Providence Captain 


Jack O'Brien was'not in evidence. There 
was a man aboard who resembled him 
In every particular, who gave the name 
of B. J. White and kept himself very 
jnuch in the background. This gray- 
jheaded seafarer would not say a word, 
"but left Captain Berry and Eliseo Car- 
taya, one of the Cuban leaders, to do all 
the talking. In spite of its being so gen- 
erally a matter of suspicion, these two 
representatives of the party denied 
strenuously tliat the Tillie was a fili- 
buster, and the individual who looked 
feo much like Captain O'Brien, by sly 
Iwinks at times when leading questions 
were asked concerning the Time's mis- 
teion, directed the proper way to answer 
such a question.

/the crew of the Ames for the rescue ia 
"John O'Brien," proving beyond a doubt 
that the celebrated O'Brien was of the 
party. 


The mate of the Governor Ames, who 


claims to have had experience with fil- 
ibusters, says that there can be no 
ground for the rumor that traitors 
aboard the Tillie scuttled the steamer. 
The men were all eager for one cause, 
and no one seemed anxious to have the 
vessel go. down. .The way they worked 
to keep the Tillie afloat, and theimanner 
in whiab; they clung to life showed their 
feelings. 
This officer claims that the 


eteamcr was not a filibuster, for she was 
too slow, being only able to make eight 
Iknots an hour. 
She was going to 


Tampa and from there to the Bahamas, 
where the cargo and men would be trans- 
tered to a speedier vessel like the Doug- 
las or the "Hhree Friends. The maite says 
the Ames might have staved all had not 
the gigantic five-master been so obsti- 
nate ni the heavy seas and high winds.

An JExtenvire Poultry Bnnliieis. 


Joseph Richards of Coleville, who made 


« beginning in the poultry business about 
a year ago, secured results whioh have led 
him to greatly enlarge his operations and 
he is now working on a more extended 
scale than any one else in this section- 
Be has five hen houses whose aggregate 
length is 205 feet. 
The buildings are 


eight feet wide and are divided into com- 
partments 10 feet long. In ehese bouses 
Mr. Richards has 350 fowls, many of 
which are thoroughbreds. The varieties 
are black Minoroas, white and barred 
Plymouth Rocks, white and brown Leg- 
horns and common fowls. Mr. Richards 
gathered 123 "eggs Monday and the aver- 
age is ojjsr 100 a day. Fifteen hens are 
kept in a pen, so the fowls do not suffer 


from crowding. The houses are kept very 
clean and the fowls look bright and 
healthy. Mr. Riohards built the hen 
houses himself. They are covered with 
paper nndei the clapboards and shin rles 
and are very snug and warm and wel1 


supplied with glass on the south tide. 
Besides his hen houses Mr. Richards has 
a brooder house 65 by 13 feet. He will 
run five or six incubators the coming sea- 
son, 
having a total capacity ot 1000 


eggs at a sitting. He expects toj sup- 
ply 
many 
broilers 
to 
the local 


markets and also to sell some poultry 
from his best stock at fancy prices. He is 
now marketing his eggs in North Adams 
and will soon get a stamp with which to 
place his name on each egg as a guaranty 
of freshness. Mr. Riohards is satisfied 
that there is money in the poultry busi" 
ness when it is properly conducted and 
will continue to build until he has accom- 
modations for 1500 fowls. His buildings 
are all neatly painted and all that he has 
done thus far has been done thoroughly. 
Mr. Richards' new home is among the 
best in that part of the town. It was 
built by himself and Joseph Fairweather 
and was ready to move into four months 
after the burning of his old house.

A'WOMAN REPORTER; 


This is the story of how the woman 


reporter disgraced the staff and it ia given 
here as it was told by the city editor to 
several of his reporters who were sit- 
ting in his room one morning after the 
paper had gone to press: 


"The Times bought The Tribune and 


consolidated the two and called it The 
Times-Tribune, and, like many hyphen- 
ated papers, there were morning and 
evening editions," said the city editor. 
"It was a question most of the time 
whether wo were working for a morn- 
ing or an evening paper. That was the 
case with those of us who were on the 
evening edition. 


"It was about a month after the con- 


solidation that the woman reporter 
came to work on tho paper. Her com- 
ing was like the opening of the win- 
dows in midsummer to tho breezes of 
June. She wus about as innocent of 
newspaper work as catnip tea is'of 
champagne. She paralyzed us all a few 
weeks after her arrival by clapping her 
hands when the city editor asked her 
to come down and work one evening. 
She thought it would be euch a lark. 
Then again, at election time, when she 
worked all night, she was almost tic- 
kled to death and considered it quite a 
glorious achievement. 


"This girl was quite a hustler, 


though, and she wasn't kept at society 
stuff all the time, but was. given little 
assignments, such as justice shops and 
undertakers' joints. Once the city edi- 
tor sent her out to hunt up a lost child, 
and she found it, and sho was the hap- 
piest girl in town. Tho kid was the per- 
sonal property of the richest man there- 
about. 


"Instead of paying her the reward he 


sent her an invitation to come up to his 
house and eat Sunday dinner. She did 
not seem to mind this at all and took it 
as a matter of course, though the police 
reporter wanted to thrash the man, but 
then he'd have done anything she might 
suggest. But, as far as this was con- 
cerned, so would any other member of 
the staff or of the business office or of 
the composing room or even the press- 
room. Oh, she could have anything or 
anybody she wanted about The Times- 
Tribune office. 


"She used to have the inside run on 


all the theater passes, while the rest of 
us didn't have time to get acquainted 
with any one but our creditors or to go 
anywhere except oufr on our runs and to 
bed. But this didn't trouble us, because 
she was the woman reporter, you see. 


"Well, she had been with The Times- 


Tribune about a year when she left in 
disgrace, and it was this that caused sev- 
eral of the boys to lose their jobs. 
You know, there are a great many men 
who always want to drown their sor- 
rows, and there's no newspaper on earth 
that's going to stand this. Some of you 
may let this drift through your heads. 
It may do you good and save your mut- 
ton. 


"I beg you to excuse these side re- 


marks. As I was saying, then came her 
disgrace. It was a terrible shock to 
those of us who had worked with her 
every day for a year and had had every 
opportunity of studying her and know- 
ing just what she was. 1 didn't blame 
some of the boys for falling by the way- 
side. I'd have done the same, I guess, if 
I hadn't been married. 


"It was a surprise to us all, too, and 


the managing editor was so put out that 
he had the dumps for days and went 
about the office scowling and/so cross 
that even the office boy was still and 
moved about like a ghost. 


"It was just about this time, too, 


that tho other papers of the town be- 
gan alluding to 'kindergarten journal- 
ism' and 'skirted reporters' and other 
obnoxious phrases known only to the 
profession, and in other ways kept be- 
fore us what we had suffered. It was 
then, too, that these same papers began 
sending to The Times-Tribune all the 
female applicants for places ..and noised 
it around town that we wanted a fe- 
male reporter to take the place of the 
one we had lost. Oh, it was awful!" 


Tbe city editor bowed his head, and 


we thought he was about to weep, but 
he braced up and went on: 


"We didn't employ any more women 


reporters. I don't believe the old man 
would have hired one if she had been 
the best in the country. One had thrown 
him down, and he was chary of the sex. 
He was an old bachelor himself and 
had always been quite a ladies' man, 
but after this disgrace he became a con- 
firmed woman hater and went so far as 
to discontinue the woman's page on 
Sundays and swore that he'd discon- 
tinue the society notes if the propri- 
etors would let him. We all guessed 
that he was pretty badly cut up, for he 
had always thought the woman reporter 
was all right. He had even gone so far 
as to take her to the theater, and he 
used to loaf around the city room when 
she was there and hang on to her words. 


"Yes, it was a frightful shock, and 


her disgrace was keenly felt." 


The papers had come up from the 


pressroom, and we had each got one. 
We stood around waiting for the city 
editor to come out of his room. "When 
bo appeared, one of the younger report- 
ers approached him. 


"You forgot to tell us," he said, 


"how she disgraced the staff." 


Tho city editor stopped with his hand 


on the doorknob and answered: 


"fehe married the head proofreader."

NOVEL MOVEMENT TO CIRCULATE 


PICTURES IN COUNTRY DISTRICTS. 


Bow Miss Tanner Started the First Travel- 


ing Art Gallery and How the Work Has 
Been Carried on In Wisconsin—Women's 
Club* Take It Up. 


A mevement to cultivate tho artistic 


tastes of country people by means of Bond- 
ing circulating urt galleries through tho 
farming districts has been begun in Wis- 
consin. It was in this state, too, that tho 
Idea of traveling libraries originated. The 
scheme for traveling pictures is an elabo- 
ration of the B&nie iden. 


To Miss Mary E. Tanner, a tenoher of 


art in tho Stevens Point Normal school, 
is duo the credit for starting tho new 
movement. She had hear.d F. A. Hutch- 
ins, chairman of the state library commis- 
sion, tell of the longing for good reading 
matter which existed in the farming dis- 
tricts and how this vcas bolng mot by tho 
traveling libraries. She was deeply inter- 
ested and thought much of the talk. Later 
she met Mr. Hutching and said: 


"If we can supply country people wltli 


traveling books, why not give them trav- 
eling pictures too?" 


"You can,"was the reply. "li; would 


be a fine thing. Go ahead and try it." 


So with no further encouragement Mis=? 


Tanner, alono and unaided, went to wor'it 
to launch this most novel movement. Sha 
began by making an attempt to supply tho 
farmers living but & few miles from tho 
city. At that time sha had never hoard of 
Jane Addams and her ideas of art for the 
common people and she knew nothing of 
the methods which are now in operation at 
Hull House, Chicago. She planned her 
work along purely original lines and de- 
signed it solely to meet the needs of the 
people whom she could reach. 


Having no extensive means or influence, 


she bad to begin in a humble way. First 
she talked over the plan with some of her 
friends, and they enthusiastically volun- 
teered to help her. They went to work 
with a will, gathering up pictures of all 
kinds and sizes wherever they could find 
them. 


Tho lithographs which were being 


sent out. as supplements to the big Chi' 
eago papers helped out wonderfully, photo- 
graphs of famous paintings were eagerly

The reclbrtatit often seems almost to 


take advantage of mail's friendship and 
to deposit its uebt and'eggs under his 
care.

"the naturalist's weather glass." If on 
a summer evening he perches on the 
topmost tree or on tho house roof and 
sings cheerily, then, however unsettled 
or rainy tlie weather may be, it is an 
nnfailing sigu that the nest day will bo 
fine, and, though tha air is dry and 
warm, yet if robin chirps sadly and 
broods in a bush or low in a hedge it is 
as sure a sigu of wet weather coming.

seized upon and everything ihat spelled 
art with a capital A was mado uso of. 
Even pictures from magazines nnd illus- 
trated papers were utilized. When they 
had got together a big collection, thoy 
sorted out the best, mounted them uni- 
formly on cardboard, labeled then^-jpasted 
envelopes for cards on the back, packed 
them into a top buggy and started out to 
rouse a sense of the truly artistic in tho 
country districts. 


At first they went to the schoolhouses 


where thoy interested the teachers in the 
movement and enlisted their aid. The 
plan usually followed was to call a meet- 
ing at the schoolhonse, exhibit tho pictures 
and give a little talk concerning them. 
These art talks proved wonderfully popu- 
lar, and the young women wero kept busy 
furnishing speakers. After the talk the 
pictures were distributed, each family 
taking one picture and agreeing to return 
it after a certain length of time and ex- 
change it for another. And that waa all 
there was to it. In June the pictures were 
called in and stored until the following 
fall. 


After the first season the Women's club 


of Stevens Point took up the work and 
has since taken obarge of it. 
Of course 


the collection has been materially added 
to, and the collecting and distributing are 
in the hands of a competent committee. 
More than this, the State Federation of 
Woman's Clubs has decided to start a trav- 
eling gallery for the use of art clubs and 
in various parts of the state different or- 
ganizations are taking up separate phases 
of the work. State Senator Stout is to 
add pictures to his traveling libraries in 
Dunn county, too, which is a flattering 
Indorsement of Mias Tanner's work. 


The state federation has appointed an 


art interchange committee for the purpose 
of collecting reproductions of masterpieoea 
for circulation among small clubs of wom- 
en who are remote from art centers. Club- 
women in other states are becoming inter- 
ested in the movement and it has been 
suggested that a national art interchange 
for the federation would be a feasible proj- 
ect. 


Miss Tanner, to whose energy and en- 


terprise the success of tho movement Ja 
due, has come to be looked upon as an 
authority on such matters and is frequent- 
ly asked for advice in regard to the start- 
ing of such enterprises. She believes that 
if the selection of pictures is made judi- 
ciously much onn be accomplished toward1 
creating an esthetic impulse in country 
districts. 


"Of course it depends a great deal upon 


the claps of people among whom your 
work lies," sbo says. "If they are not 
well educated, I doubt the advisability of 
giving them pictures of buildings or his- 
toric places. What they want is a picture 
Which tolls o story, such as Millet's 'An- 
gelus' and others dealing with genre 
types. 


"Pictures of landscapes and flowers 


always prove popular. 
Accompanying 


each plciuro should go a slip telling the 
name of the artist, something about his 
life, and, if possible, a little story about) 
that particular work. 
That is waero the 


educational side of the scheme comes in. 
Surely It will lead to good things. Evon- 
the desire to know more about tho man 
who painted tho picture may lead on'to 
tho reading of • books which would other- 
wise never bo opened. Some day I want 
to see pictures circulated in every public 
library., just as books are now."

On the other hand 
the tax payer and city treasury officials 
may underestimate the real needs of a 
new high school building. 
They are 


loath to spend more money at this time. 


Our city council should be resolved to 


approach this question of a new high 
sckaol building only with the fullest in- 
formation obtainable and fairly weighing 
the plans of the school authorities and 
the taxpayers alike. 


CHEAPER TELEPHONE SJEJKVICE.

Telephone wars and rumors of tele- 


phone wars now seem to be engaging 
public attention in various parts of the 
country, and the people and the press are 
taking up the cudgel against the monop- 
oly that has existed so long and that has 
been so humbly submitted to. 


"The Bell Telephone company has re- 
duced its annual rental for telephones in 
residences in Pontiac, Mich., to |9. This 
is more like it. How do New England 
gesple like the idea of paying more than 


ye times this rate ? They must enjoy it, 


or independent telephone 
companies 
would be encouraged and tbe New Eng- 
land Telephone company forced to modify 
Its present high-banded and extortionate 
charges." 


The declaration from the North Adams 


TRANSCRIPT has the right ring. It is 
high time that the big telephone monop- 
oly in this section was broken and forced 
by competion or by irresistible opinion to 
"come down." The little NorthSeld Tele- 
phone company, with small capital has 
shown at Amherst what can be done for 
the public good and 
convenience.

jeason that it did not receive the public 
inpport anticipated, and now it has dis- 
posed of the Amhercit plant.

Telephone company 


does not. Commendable spirit. 


There have been rumors in Northampton 


of the organization of a company, either 
to join with the proposed new Ambers 
company in competing with the New 
England corporation, or to do business as 
a purely local competitor. It is time for 
these rumors to materialize. The telepbon6 
business is a profitable one—not, however, 
for the subscribers, under existing con- 
ditions. There are citizens in Northamp- 
ton who have money to invest, and it 
needs only one or two good organizers to 
bring the matter of a new telephone corn- 
piny to a head. The local field is an ex- 
cellent one and there is exceptional op- 
portunity for extension. 


The organization of a new company 


would mean a big drop in the rates, and 
there is no doubt but that the New Eng- 
land company would do as it did at Am- 
h«rst, drop a little lower than the new 
company, its big income from other ex- 
changes making up for this loss. But the 
local company would have sufficient sap- 
port to make the investment reasonably 
profitable, and the example of opposition 
to the New England's monopoly promise* 
to b'e so'contagious that it will not be in a 
position to grind the smaller competitors 
COt of existence.

The town of Amherst has just had an 


experience with that gorgon-Hke monop- 
°ly, the New England Telephone com- 
pany, which Is at present robbing all New 
England. The event is not one of great 
importance in itself, but shows how 
prompt this mom p.ily monster is to 
crush out all competition. 


E. S. Bardwell, treasurer of the North- 


field Telephone company, notified the 
Amherst company Monday that they had 
sold the Amherst exchange to the New 
England Telephone company for $3,500. 
The main point of interest for Amherst 
people is what change will be made in 
the rates, and how soon. The new Am- 
herst company had secured SS subscribers 
to stock, the 
amount pledged being 


nearly f3,000. This is assurance that sv 
company can be formed to equip and 
operate an exchange with local capital, 
and this will be done if necessary to 
secure favorable rates. The New Eng- 
land company proposes for a while to 
operate both systems, but gradually to 
incorporate the lines of the little com- 
pany in its own. 


The Amherst incident points one im- 


portant moral: The New England Tele- 
phone company fears and dreads any kin 
of competition, it has a too "soft snap" 
to want any change. This company pro- 
noses to fight any resistance against its 
robber methods, just as the Bell Tele- 
phone company has done in the West. 
But the people in the West have beaten 
the monopoly, and reduced telephone 
rates in many places more than half. It 
can be done in New England, if the peo- 
ple will only refuse to be bloodsucked 
longer. Why should not New England 
lollow the example of the West and break 
down this monopoly?

FAILURES THAT iEAD TO FORTUNE 


It is such a very little thing to do— to 


mark the names of our streets at all 
corners by signs. But it would be a very 
great convenience to every stranger that 
visits the city and to many home people 
as well. Come, Commissioner Emigh, let 
us have this improvement. You can't do 
anything nt far greater expense for which 
the public would be so grateful. 


The petition circulated in Williamstown 


asking for the severest penalty for the 
brute Brady, is one that should reach the 
ear of the court. The extremest penalty 
possible will not give this inhuman ani- 
mal his just deserts. Woman's safety in 
Western Massachusetts demands the se- 
verest penalties in all cases of attempted 
violation. 


It appears that the Massachusetts Sec- 


retary of the Navy, the gallant John D. 
Long, was really at the bottom of the 
latest move in the Cuban chess game, the 
sending of .the warship "Maine" into the 
port of Havana.

A few competing com- 
panies nre what is wanted to make the 
present giant monopoly squirm. 


The city of North Adams has granted 


the Bell monopoly certain very valuable 
franchises in this corporation, absolatsly 
without money and without price. The 
telephone company is allowed to occupy 
valuable room in the streets of the city 
with its poles and wires. What return 
does the company make for these favors? 
t charges the city the same exhorbitant 
rates on telephones used by the city offices 
that it does to any others, less the 
very 
generous (?) discount of 25 per 


cent. 
This spirit of selfishness 
and 


grasping greed everywhere character- 
izes 
the 
policy 
of this monopoly. 


It would seem that even a selfish 
monopoly Would have more 
foresight 


than to pursue such a policy. A day of 
reckoning will come. 


The Northern Berkshire press is stirred 


up over the fact that P. A. Ireland of this 
city has been appointed senate messenger 
when Capt. R. A. Harvie of North Adams 
wanted the job.

McKinley'g 3Dow of the Speakerahip Made 


Him President— The Ijxte B«n Batter- 
worth's Ability as it Debater — Strong 
Debaters In tbe Present Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—[Special.]—The 


lato Bon Butter-worth, commissioner of 
patents, used to say that luck was an im- 
portant element in public end political 
life. "If it hadn't boon for suoh a trifling 
thing as a laejt of ability on my part," 
said Mr. Buttorworth by way of explana- 
tion, "William McKinloy might never 
have been president of'tho United States. 
You can't quite make that out? Well, it 
was this way: When the Kopubllouns se- 
cured control of tho Fifty-first congress, 
two strong candidates for speaker appear- 
ed. One of them was William McKinley 
of Ohio aud tho other was Thomas B. 
Reed of Maine. It was generally conceded 
one or tho other of thorn would win. Both 
woro members of the ways and means 
committee, arid it was tacitly admitted 
that, following tho tradition of giving a 
defeated opponent tho best placo in the 
organization of tho houso, with leadership 
on tho floor, no matter which won tha 
other was to be named chairman of tho 
ways and means committee. 


"Now, 
it happened that I was then a 


member of congress from Ohio," con- 
tinued Mr. Butterwortb, "and an old and 
vary warm friend of McKinloy's. Ho 
wanted me to act as his campaign man- 
ager, and, though I didn't think I was the 
strongest man to be found for such a task, 
I took hold and did the best I could. I 


i havo always thought McKinley was strong 


enough and popular enough to win that 
fight, if he had only been properly man- 
aged. I know I made mistakes and did 
not mako as much of a success of tho busi- 
ness as I should have done. At first I 
blamed myself a good deal for niy short- 
comings and my failure, but as I look 
back over it now I am glad I was not more 
of a success as a speakership campaign 
manager.

That would have jnado 
Mr. Keed chairman of the ways and means 
committee. Then the country would have 
had the Reed tariff law instead of the Mc- 
Kinley law, and in that case, in all prob- 
ability, Mr. Eeed and not Mr. McKinley 
would havs been elected president of the 
United States. The luckiest stroke Mc- 
Kinley ever made was when ho picked 
poor, incompetent me for his apeakership 
manager." 


Bntterworth's Popularity. 


Few men have been more popular in 


Washington than Ben Butterworth. 
He 


was a Quaker, but whole souled, generous, 
cheerful, witty. It is a pity that Mr. But- 
terworth did not remain in congress. In 
the opinion of many observers he was one 
of the very best debaters ever seen in our 
national legislature. 
He was one of the 


few men I have seen in the house who 
could always keep their wits and their 
temper 110 matter how hofc tbe 
fighting. 


In a set to at close quarters, With interrup- 
tions by tho score, Butterworth was a 
prince. He was always smiling and good 
natured. His mother wit was ever ready 
for any attack. He had a fine, melodious 
voice, a distinguished bearing and was a 
perfect mitrailleuse of facts and informa- 
tion. 


It was well nigh impossible to "down" 


Ben Butterworth in a rough and tumble 
debate. Perhaps the best debater we now 
have in the house is Speaker Eeed himself, . 
who, of course, does not often get a chance 
on the floor. On the Democratic side Mr. 
Baiiey of Texas is very ready and exceed- 
ingly clever. He is dignified, too, and his 
choice of words is well nigh faultless. Mr. j 
De Armond of Missouri is coming to ths 
front as a good debater too. Mr. Lewis of 
Washington, despite his mannerisms, is a 
debater of genuine ability who is pretty 
sure to make his mark. 


On the Eepublican side General Gros- 


venor of Ohio is perhaps the host debater 
on the floor. He has no end of wit and 
humor and is at the same time "sassy" 
enough to mako a keen thrust now and 
then. Mr. Johnson of Indiana, the tall, 
slim young man who talks at a rate of 40 
miles an hour, is a clever debater. In the 
Cuban discussion tbe other day 10 or 15 
men interrupted him, one after another, 
and the Hoosier was ready for them every 
time. 
General Henderson of Iowa, Hep- 


burn and Dolliver of the same state, Amos 
Cummings of New York, Joe Cannon of 
Illinois and McMillin of Tennessee are all 
good debaters. 


Senate Debaters. 


In the senate the best debaters are For- 


aker of Ohio, who is as sharp as a tack; 
Woleott of Colorado, who is tho best nat- 
ural orator in the senate; Chandler of 
Now Hampshire, who is full of vitriol; , 
Hoar of Massachusetts, who is learned, ' 
but pungent; Gorman of Maryland, Vest 
of Missouri, Hale and Frye of Maine, Ma- 
son of Illinois and Allen of Nebraska. 
There are people who would travel a good 
many miles to hear a four cornered debate 
between such men as Tom Eeed, Bill 
Chandler, Mr. Hoar and Senator Foraker. 


It is not as easy a thing as it looks for a 


man to handle himself well and success- 
fully in debate. Tho interruptions disaon- 
'cert him. He must think along linos sug- 
gested by his antagonists. Ho must meet; 
all sorts of quories and conundrums. In a 
word, his wit, while ho is standing on his 
feet, must ae pitted against that of a dozen 
or 40 man sitting still and thinking of ev- 
erything they can to rnako a point with. 
Tha uninitiated or slow thinking man 
simply goes to pieces, and only the true 
genius for rough and tumble debate is able 
to shine. 


A New York congressman who has 


known George Gould for many years tells 
me that gentleman's recent service on a 
grand jury in Now Jersey did not surprise 
him in the least. "George Gould is one 
of bho most sensible, well balanced and 
patriotic men of our day," said this con- 
gressman, "lie has not Cieen in tho least 
spoiled by having a great fortune left to 
him. 
lie makes no presumption upon his 


wealth and makes no display with it. One 
of his hobbies is that every man should 
meet his obligations as a citizen, and if 
Mr. Gould had time I venture to say ho 
would take an active part in politics and 
would oven bo willing to hold office, not 
to serve himself, but to serve the state. 
Another thing you may rely upon, if Mr. 
Gould had not been born rich he would 
have made a fortune for himself."

A Dynamo Designed to Bo Used For Ex- 


perimental Purposes. 


A new design of dynamo for experi- 


mental purposes is manufactured oy the 
Institute For Home Study of Engineer- 
ing of Cleveland for ita students. It is a 
high grade commercial machine, adapt- 
ed to experimental work, the idea in 
furnishing such a machine being-that 
alter the student has finished his course 
he can use it for ordinary and any work. 
When the student reaches that part of 
his ccmrea treating of dynamo construe^ 
tion, ho receives the machine, with ev-i 
ery part finished, and with all the mate-. 
rials for winding—i. e., making the 
armature complete, putting on and con-

necting the field coils. This work is a 
part of the electrical course of the in- 
stitute. When completed, the student 
uses the machine experimentally dur- 
ing the remainder of his course.. 


The armature is of the drum type, 


with laminated core. The commutator 
is long, in order that collector rings for 
taking 
off currents uncommuted, in 


from one to four phases, may he slipped 
on it, together with the new set of 
brushes required. When operated,as an 
alternating current machine, it excites 
its own fields. 


The range of experimental use is 


wiclo. The machines have been found 
to be so well adapted for instruction 
purposes that they are now in use in a 
number of schools and colleges. 
The 


teachers of electricity find that the prac- 
tice of winding and collecting the ma- 
chine is of great value to the students.

Hebrew Texts cf the Old Testament. 
The most ancient Hebrew manuscript 


of any part of the Bible is in St. Peters- 
burg and dates no earlier than the tenth 
century. More than 3,000 copies of the 
Hebrew Old Testament hsve been com- 
pared, and very few variations have 
been found. This is accounted for by 
the fact that from the time when the 
Hebrew canon was formed, and even be- 
fore that time, very strict rules were 
laid down for the scribes who copied 
the Bible. The lines and letters were 
counted, and each copy had to corre- 
spond precisely with the one from 
which it was taken. They calculated, 
for instance, that thero were 5,245 verses 
in the Pentateuch, 22,206 in,the whole 
Bible and 78,109 letters in Genesis. AH 
cf these rules and calculations were 
called the Massorah tradition, and about 
the tenth century tbe college of rabbis 
of Tiberias, on tha Euphrates, decided 
upon a standard Bible, or "authorized 
version." 


The Hebrew consonants alone had 


been written down up to that time, the 
pronunciation being a matter of tradi- 
tion. Now a system of vowel signs was 
devised, fixing the sense in many in- 
stances. The vowels are just as impor- 
tant in Hebrew as in English; so it is 
easy to see how necessary this reform 
wa*. The English consonants b r d may 
he read board or bread, or bored or 
braid, and if they occurred in a sen- 
tence without the vowels we should 
have to guess by the connection which 
vowels were necessary. It is possible 
that after a text had been adopted all 
older manuscripts were destroyed, or 
more probably were neglected because 
of their defects, and hence they have 
altogether disappeared.—Review of Re- 
views. 


Trees and the Air. 


According to a reliable computation, 


a single tree is able through its leaves 
to purify tho air from the carbonic acid 
arising from the respiration of a con- 
siderable number of men—as many as a 
dozen or a score. The volume of carbon- 
ic aoid exhaled by a human being in 
the course of 24 hours is estimated at 
100 gallons, and a single square yard of 
leaf surface, counting both tho upper 
and under sides of the leaves, can de- 
compose about a gallon of carbonic acid 
iu a day.

Boston Wu Crazy With Delight That It 


Was to Kacaive Bradford Manuscript, 
bat Preoiotu Manuscript Kow Kestt 
Almost Unnoticed—Battle flag* aud 
Busts Iu Retirement—New Memorial 
Hall One to lie Frond Of—Uncle Sam 
Take* Important Step Toward tbe Forti- 
fication of the Harbor—More People 
SaTlng JMouey—Dramutlc and Personal. 


How true it is that we seldom appre- 


ciate what we have! It was not many 
months ago that Boston and, in fact, a 
good portion of New England could not 


j find words to express the joy felt over 


the announcement that the famous 
Bradford manuscript, so long coveted, 
was coming: to repose during all time on 
thpse shares. Bostonians were particu- 
larly jubilant when it was found that 
here tho previous document was to be 
stored, and a grand rush to get glimpse 
at it was anticipated by the officials. 


Now, 
as a matter of fact, the famous rel- 


ic has been, on exhibition for weeks in the 
state library on Beacon Hill, and almost 
no interest is taken hi it by the many 
visitors to the State House. Either peo- 
ple do net know that it is on exhibition, 
or they do not care anything about that 
fact, for the number of visitors to the 
state library has not infreased, but has, 
if anything, slightly diminished since it 
has been there. 


* « * 


Visitors, nmny of them, come to the 


library amd, standing just inside its am- 
ple door, look around and admire the 
room, gaze open-mouthed at the mem- 
bers of the g'eneral court sitting- in sol- 
emn array at their desks, but they seem 
to lack courage or energy to cross the 
room and view the great historical treas- 
ure that stands just in front of the li- 
brarian's desk. It cannot be said that 
they do not notice the manuscript, for 
they are unable to avciid seeing it, if they 
have any sense of perception whatever, 
as it is one of the most prominent objects 
in the room, and farces itself on the eye 
from being- so wholly ,ait variance with 
its surrounding's. It is placed in an or- 
namental glass case, which, in turn, rests 
on an enormous fireproof green safe, in 
which the manuscript is placed at night, 
or whenever the library is closed. The 
safe stands out into the room and it is so 
perfectly manifest thsut it was never orig- 
inally intended to be in that place that 
it is difficult to see how a person endowed 
with an ordinary New England bump oi 
curiosity can help walking across the 
room to team why it is there. 
* * * 


It is a common saying that a Yankee 


will take in almost any kind of a free 
show out of curiosity, but here is one 
that fails to attract. Were it of any great 
object to secure a universal view of the 
(document, it is evident some kind of an 
advertising dodge would have to be 
adapted to ke'ep a great crowd at the 
shrine o-f Bradford's history. Perhaps 
one of those bowing1 donkeys that serve 
as so strong a magnet in department 
store 'windows or a man frying buck- 
wheat cakes would do the business. An- 
other way would be to place the manu- 
script in some public hall and charge an 
admission fee to see it. Society might 
then make it a fad, and everybody would 
be interested. That it has no drawing 
power now is certain. 


* * * 


But if you visit the State House just 


now there are some things there that you 
have feasted your eyes upon, in other 
years that are now removed, from the 
public gaze. I refer especially to the old 
battle flags, the Trusts and other precious 
relics that formerly graced Doric hall. 
These highly prized attractions of the 
State House are just now off duty, or, in 
other wcrrde, are carefully stored, in a 
sunless and fireproof chamber of the first 
floor of the building, near the office of the 
eergeant-at-arms. Even the old cannon 
are thus relegated to the rear. The only 
exceptions to the rule are the statue of 
ex-Governor Andrew and the Washing- 
ton statue that were too large to be 
moved, and so, through all the repairs 
and changes, have stood on their bases 
and now look on the new and freshly ar- 
rayed room that is otherwise unfur- 
nished. 


* * * 


The dark and gloomy room in which 


the other relics are kept is, of course, 
but a temporary place of safety, for they 
neither lost nor forgotten. 
When the 


workmen began to pull Doric hall to 
pieces a year or more ago, for the remod- 
elling of the original%bujlding. a safe 
place of deposit had to be found for the 
relics; and the windowless room in the 
extension was taken. But the old battle 
flags werie 'so tattered a.nd worn that 
they would hardly hold together, and 
each w_as carefully wrapped in silk, with 
an outer covering of paper. 
Then all 


were placed together in the rack across 
the end of the storeroom. 
But these, 


with the busts that accompany them In 
their solitude, will not go back to Doric 
hall, but -will find a place with other state 
relics in the new Memorial hall. Unfor- 
tunately, this new hall is not likely to be 
completed for a couple of years yet, for 
It is now but an open, rough space in the 
midst of an otherwise nearly completed 
Ind handsome building-. 
* * # 


But every Massachusetts man will be 


proud of the hall when it Is completed. 
It is just what is needed to round out the 
structure and add to the beauty of its 
general appearance. From its wooden 
model that is on exhibition in the State 
House architect's office, we can see hew 
the Memorial hall will look, and a glance 
is enough to make everyone wish for a 
speedy completion of the work.

model shows the hall as it will look from 
the staircase hall, bringing into view tire 
alcoves at the four corners for the old 
tiattleflags, the niches at the sides for 
the busts and the spaces hfigher on the 
walls for the portraits and paintings. 
>Iark this prediction: the Memorial hall 
at the State House will, when.cc-mpleted, 
he the great object of interest to the 
visitors on Beacon hill.

ton's attractiveness, it is pleasing to note 
that Uncle Sarn has not forgotten the 
city, but is steadily moving forward to 
completion of a perfect line o£ defenses 
for our harbor.

were used to annoy the British fleet af- 
ter the vessels had left Boston and xvere 
lying in the lower harbor, previous to 
their departure for Halifax.

THE ALPHABET. 


Tho Cberolcee alphabet invented by Se- 


quoyah (George Guess) contains 85 char- 
acters. 


In the Latin alphabet as modified from 


tha Greeks tbe third letter, C, was pro- 
nounced as G, like the Greek Gamma. 


According to an estimate roade by Brew- 


er, the use of consonants in our language 
o^ proportioned to the vowels is 6,977 to 
3,400. 


W is simply double U, no distinction 


being formerly made in the shape of tha 
U and V. In some languages it is called 
double Vee. 


C is the third letter in all alphabets de- 


rived from the Greek and Roman, but 
with the ancients it is believed to havi 
had tho sound of G. 


The intent of every alphabet is-to fur- 


nish one letter for every sound, but it it 
believed thero is no alphabet which fully 
fulfills this purpose. 


U and V wore, until 100 years ago, the 


same letter, and interchangeable. 
The 


Hebrew name for the letter V is Vav, a 
hook, the significance of the name' being 
obvious. 


The letter Y was formerly called tha 


Samian letter. It was used by Pythagoras 
as an emblem of tho narrow path of vir- 
tue, which if deviated from the farther thg 
lines extended and the wider the breach. 


It is a curious fact that in the earliest 


Latin monuments the letter Z is found, 
after which, for hundreds of years, it was 
disu&ed, and in the tnno of Cicero was 
again brought into the alphabet as as in- 
vention. 


It is a curious fact that the Mexican 


picture writing, which was a rude attempt 
at an alphabet, «as in columns like tha 
Cliiiic-su, but road from tho bottom to tha 
top.

committees of congress for a number of 
years. When Constantine Brumidi, the 
Italian artist, designed the decoration 
for the frieze, he chose 15 historic inci- 
dents, beginning with the landing- of 


11, 1S93, was proposed, but this was open 


i to the same objection—that most of the 
actors in the incident were living. Be- 


, sides there was some politics in the ob- 
' jection to this subject. Mr. Cleveland's

olutionized business and social condi- 
tions. 


The opening of the great west, the ad- 


mission of the prairie states to the 
Union, the passing of the American In- 
dian, are matters of deep moment in the 
development of the country. 


There seem to be subjects enough, 


and probably it is to the multiplicity of 
subjects that the failure of the commit- 
tees of congress to reach an under- 
standing can be attributed. 


Recently I addressed an inquiry on 


the subject to snmo leading men and 
women of Ameiioa, in the hope that an 
expression of popular opinion might 
help to guide the committee in its work 
and that a decision might be reached.at 
this session of congress, so that the 
frieze could be completed within the 
year. The renovation of the dome and 
rotunda of the capitol waits on the com- 
pletion of the frieze, and they are today 
in such a shablv. condition that they 
are a disgrace to the notion.

idea of the subjects, I got from the 
tracing. Upon the execution of the sub- 
jects upon the frieze it was found that 
H did not fill the entire belt, and a space 
about 30 feet in length still remains un- 
finished. When I was given the sub- 
jects, I remarked in surprise that there 
was no representation of America's 
greatest hero, George Washington, but 
was informed that the subjects had all 
been selected and approved by congress. 
Like the either subjects, the final ones 
must be selected by the joint commit- 
tee on library and submitted to congress 
for approval. 


I cannot give an accurate period of 


time I worked on the frieze, as I did not 
work steadily and I seldom worked ev- 
ery day in a month. Sometimes several 
months passed without my working a 
day. But I can say that I cbmmenced 
in the fall of 1SSO and have not worked 
since 1889. I Lave painted about two- 
thirds of the belt and began at the three 
Indians in "Penn's Treaty." 


I proposed several eve-nts of the civil 


war which I thought would be suita- 
ble as a completion of the historical 
frieze, as that seems to me the only 
important occurrence in the annals of 
history since 1849, but I was told too 
great a. revival of the pns't feeling be- 
tween the noith and the south was not 
desired. About a yeai ago I was ask- 
ed by tho joint comraittee oil library 
to prepare four sketches it thought 
would be appropriate. -Two were pre- 
sented to congress and were not decided 
upon on account of a slight partisan 
feeling in regard to ex-President Cleve- 
land.

Too Much Salt, 


The use of salt as a condiment is so 


general and so universally believed in 
as necessary that we rarely hear a 
word against its excessive use, but 
there are a multitude of persons who 
eat far too much salt—eat it on every- 
thing, on meat, fish, potatoes, melons, 
in butter, on tomatoes, turnips and 
squashes, in oread and on a host of 
foods too numerous to mention. To so 
great an extent is it used, says The 
Journal of Hygiene, that no food is rel- 
ished which has not a salty taste, and 
this hides more or less the real taste, 
which is often very delicate. Now, the 
amount of salt required in the system 
is comparatively small, and if the diet 
has been rightly compounded, very lit- 
tle is necessary. Some go so far as to 
discard its use altogether, but whether 
this is w iso or not we will not here con- 
sider. What are some of the evils of 
the excessiv.e use of salt? They are to 
paralyze the ner\ es of taste or to per- , 
vert them po that they cannot enjoy 
anything which has not a salty flavor, 
and in addition there is a direct tax on 
both the skin and the kidneys in remov- 
ing it from the blood. 
Whether the 


skin is harmed by this tax we do not 
know. Possibly it is not greatly in- 
jured, yet we know that few people 
possess a healthy skin. But it is now 
pretty well settled that an excessive 
use of salt does overtax the kidneys in 
its removal and that the great number 
of cases of derangement and disease of 
these organs is due to this use. It takes 
only a little time to learn to enjoy many 
kinds of food without salt, and we ad- 
vise our readers and others to look into 
this matter ;ind to try and diminish tha 
use of this condiment as far as possible. 
We believe they will be better for it.

THE BOY BURGLARS SENTENCED

Prank Brady was sentenced thia morn- 


ing to an imprisonment of 21 years in 
state prison for assault with intent to 
commit rape. The maximum given is 21, 
the minimum IS years. This giving of 
he extreme penalty for the crime to 
which he pleaded guilty satisfies the 
sense of justice as much as may be under 
the circumstances. But there is a general 
leeline in Williamstown that the sen- 
tence is too light for the crime really 
committed, and that if he had been tried 
°n the charge of rape he would have been 
convicted and given a sentence he de- 
served. The state, however, accepted the 
plea of guilty to the charge of assault 
with intent to rape out of regard for the 
family of Mrs. Hewitt, who did not wish 
to testify. 


Williamstown was thoroughly aroused 


over the crime, and Reoresentative A. E. 
Hail and Dr.Dennison of that town visited 
Attorney General Knowllon in Boston 
Tuesday to request that the severest sen- 
tence possible be given Brady. A petition 
was also circulated in Williamstown, 
praying the court to impose the severest 
sentence that the law allowed ,for the of- 
fence. 


Many other important sentences were 


given this morning. The members of the 
"gang" of young men who haye been de- 
fying the police of this city were given 
severe sentences. Gilbert Sanlnier was 
sent to the house of correction for three 
years, with one day of solitary confine- 
ment. Patrick Featherstone was given 
two and one-half years with one day soli- 
tary. Samuel K, Clark received two years 
with one day solitary. James Whalen 
and William Bouchard were sent to the 
reformatory at Concord, where the mini- 
mum is ten months, after which they are 
kept at discretion. 
HPrank Scott of Great Barrington was 
given a maximum of four years and a 
minimum of three and one-half years in 
state prison. 


Nathaniel Mossly will be brought in to 


plead to the charge of manslaughter to- 
morrow morning. 
Dr. Nims, formerly 


superintendent at the asylum at North- 
ampton, and Dr. Burton, the jail physi~ 
cian, examined his condition for sanity 
this morning. They are keeping the re- 
port secret, but will undoubtedly testify 
when he pleaus. 


Louis Regnier of>, Lenox was tried this 


morning for bicycle riding on the side- 
walk. The jury is still out. In the case 
of John L. Barker of Adams for injuring 
trees, the jury was sent out this morning 
and had not returned at two o'clock. 


Many members of the bar were present 


at the peculiar case, to listen to the evi- 
dence and to hear Judge Maynard's 
rulings. The defense claimed that it was 
necessary to cut the limbs from the trees 
in order to move the house, which was 
a two and one-half story structure, 32 
feet wide. The commonwealth claimed 
that he could have turned the- corner of 
the street without injuring the trees- 
Charles F. Sayles, a civil engineer of 
Adams, showed plans of the street, show- 
ing the situations of the trees. 


The jury Tuesday afternoon returned a 


verdict of not guilty for Alexander 
Pinkos, on the two complaints of drunk- 
enness and assaulting an officer. The 
cases were very close, and the jury was 
out several hours. Lawyer Beer of this 
ci y was congratulated on his handling of 
the case of the defense. 


The case against Bernard Haggerty of 


this city, for assaulting a woman with a 
dangerous weapon last summer, which 
was a most sensational affair, was con- 
tinued on his future good behavior. 


There is every possibility that the case 


of William T. Petheridge of Pittsfield, in- 
dicted for gift enterprise in giving trad- 
ing stamps, will not come up for a hear- 
ing at the present term of the Superior 
court. A motion to quash the complaint 
was recently argued before Judge May- 
nard, Lawyer James B. Carroll of Spring- 
field appearing for the defendant and 
Dsstrict Attorney Gardner for the com- 
monwealth. No decision has been ren- 
dered. It is understood that an agree- 
ment has been reached by which the case 
will go over to the July term.

The pin was made in Paris and vras valued 
highly. 


Mr. Vadnais telephoned to the polic 


station, and Officers Eeagon and P. Walsh 
were detailed to work on the case. They 
found tracks in the snow, but these had 
been well filled by the storm. It was evi- 
dent that they had been made some time 
before. The tracks led to three different 
windows. 
On the sill of one window were found 


the marks of some iron instrument that 
had been used in Drying the window open 
The thief entered this way and after go. 
ing through the house left through the 
kitchen door, which he left open. Before 
leaving, the intruder closed the window 
by which he entered and placed the catch 
on it. 
fho work was evidently done by some 


one who was familiar with the house. 
The police are busy oa the case, but there 
were no substantial clues left by the in- 
truders. The tracks in the snow were too 
nearly obliterated to be of service. A 
neighbor passing the house noticed the 
open window about midnight,

CRASHED THROUGH ROUND HOUSE 


After Crossing' Turn Table Safely.

Two young men from Adams got them- 


selves into very serious trouble Tuesday 
afternoon and were saved only by good 
fortune from causing a terrible acciden 
on the Fitchburg road. They boarded an 
engine standing in • the railroad yard 
opened the lever, and jumped off, leaving 
the engine to crash through the round 
boijse. One of the men, Hermann Erler, 
of Renfrew, was arrested on South State 
street in the evening, and his companion 
is known and will nndoubtedly be arrested 
today. 


The affair happened about 4.15 o'clock. 


The engine, which' is the pusher used for 
freight trains going through the tunnel, 
was standing on a side track near the 
water pipe. The engineer and fireman 
had both left it, naturally supposing that 
within a few feet of the station and with 
men all around, it would be all right. 
The two men came out of one of the 
buildings near by, and evidently under 
the influence of liquor, jumped into the 
cab and opened the lever wide. The 
engine started with a bound, and the 
men jumped, escaping with a few bruises 
and Scratches. The engine crossed the 
turn table, which fortunately was set, and 
plunged through the doors of the end 
compartment in the round house, stopping 
only when it had knocked down the rear 
wall and the fore wheels were caught in 
the bricks. 


The rear wall had been boarded up from 
previous accident in which a car had 


gone through It, and the brick work was 
only a few feet high, so that the damage 
was sleight. The cowcatcher and head- 
light of the engine were smashed, and the 
forward truck injured slightly. It was 
fortunate that the turn table was set, or 
the damage to the engine might have 
been greater. 


The affair happened shortly before the 


express from the West is due here, and if 
the engine had been reversed, there was 
nothing to prevent its taking the main 
track and meeting this train. Except for 
a fortunate accident In this case, the dam- 
age and loss of life might have b«en terri- 
ble. 


Erler was arrested by the police charged 


with malicious mischief, and pleaded not 
guilty in court this morning. His case 
was continued till Saturday. His com- 
panion, who is known, was seen in Ad- 
ams this morning, shortly after the officer 
who was looking for him all night had 
returned to this city, apd will probably 
be arrested today.
